As o ften as o nce a mo nth so mething 
happens in Orriugto n, Me., which is o f 
eno ugh impo rtance to make it wo rthy 
o f mentio n, and whenever the place is 
put in print the name is a lwa y s spelled 
wro ng. 
Mo st o f the time it is ca lled 
“ Orvingto n, ” tho ugh "O vingto n” and 
“ O w in g to il” are no t unco mmo n. 
In 
fact, the to w n’s na me is spelled every 
wa y hut the right wa y . 
A ll o f this is 
due to the blunder o f a pro minent c iti­ 
zen who used pho netic metho ds o f spell­ 
ing. 
It wa s nearly 125 y ears ago that ro me 
o f the lea ding citizens met and drew 
lit) a petitio n to the general co urt o f 
Massachusetts, a sking that the pla nta ­ 
tio n be inco rpo rated as a to wn. 
The 
peo ple agreed upo n the name. It was to 
be called Ora ugeto wn, partly o ut o f 
co mpliment to Oraugeto wn, M d., which 
was then a thriving place, and partly as 
a mark o f respect to the Prince 
o f 
Orange, who , as Willia m 111 o f Eng­ 
land, had do ne va lia nt wo rk 111 behalf 
o f the 
Pro testants. 
Ha ving signed a 
blank petitio n, the residents went ho me, 
lea ving the clerk o f the meeting to till 
in the spaces, which he did fa ithfully 
acco rding to the light which wa s given 
him. 
Of co urse the members o f the 
Massachusetts 
general co urt did no t 
kno w' that “ O -r-r-in-g” wa s mea nt to 
spell o range, o r tha t “ t-o -n” spelled 
to wn. 
Very likely they didn’t sto p to 
lo o k at the na me and w o uldn’t ha ve 
cared if they had seen the bad spelling. 
They inco rpo rated the to wn witho ut 
pro test and named it Orringto u, as the 
petitio n had asked them to do . rl ho ugh 
Orriugto n received its na me because an 
o ld clerk didn’t kno w ho w to spell and 
tho ugh it is the o nly Orriugto n in the 
wo rld, it gets 
little credit fo r being 
o rigina l, because

This may be largely or en­ 
tirely avoided by using President Hay es’ 
method—take the hand ex tended to y ou 
and grip it before y our hand is gripped.

Comrade William i'ankhurst 
heard and answered to the final roll 
call, and was mustered out of the toii- 
sime service of earthly life into the 
rest that rernaineth for the faithful. 
Horn in Westfield, England, Decem­ 
b er 8, 1837, Mr. Pankhurst came with 
hi- parents to America when b ut a lad 
of 12 y ears. 
After spending one y ear 
in Pennsy lvania, the family removed 
to Iowa which was their home until 
1851, when they removed to Grand De­ 
tour. 
In 1*61, Mr. i'ankhurst moved 
to Dixon, 
Hereon Septemb er 8, 189 2, 
he was united in marriage with Lila 
B. Hamilton and seventeen day s later, 
on the 25th day of the same month, 
then a y oung man of not y et 25, he left 
his y oung b ride and at tne call of his 
adopted country enlisted in Company 
A, 75th Illinois Volunteer Infantry , of 
which 
he was chosen 
commissary 
sergeant. 
He faithfully served with 
th * regiment until mustered out May 
23, M>5, at the close of the war. 
Returning to Dixon, he received an 
appointment in the postofTice. 
He was 
also engaged in the grocery b usiness, 
and sub seq uently in floriculture, which 
he has carried on for the past 21 y ears. 
While a man of unob trusive mien, Mr 
i’ankhurst has alway s b een a man of 
strong convictions of right, which he 
ever adhered to with firm tenacity 
Avoiding rather than courting pub lic­ 
ity , his chief’pleasures were found in 
pursuits which enab led him to enjoy 
life in the domestic circle. 
Four chil 
dren camejto crown the happiness of 
his home: hut, t wo departed in infancy . 
The death of his son, Willis A., in 
August, 18ft:.:, was a severe b low to Mi 
i’ankhurst, whoso health had b egun to 
fail two y ears previous. For three y ears 
past he has b een most of the time very 
ill with that insidious disease, con- 
s imption, though only during the past 
four weeks has he b een confined to his 
b ed. 
He leaves a wife and daughter, 
Mary Elizab eth, at homo: two b rothers 
Stephen of Oregon, < >glo county , and 
Dr. dames I’ankhurst of Grand Detour, 
and a sister, Mrs. C. K. Loomis of Eu­ 
gene, 1 )regon, to all of whom the b low 
of hP death is b ut little tempered b y 
expectancy . 
The funeral cortege, which will b e 
ecorted b y his comrades o/ Dixon 
Post, G. A. ft,, will leave the home­ 
stead, corner of Seventh street and 
(ialena avenue, at 4:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon, for the Methodist church.
